PAUL,  Minn.,  Oct.  l.— Thir- 
teen persons,  including  nine  chil- 
dren, were  burned  to  death  during  j

ASKING  THE  IMPOSSIBLE 


Lord  Phillimore  is  one  of  those  who  believe  that 
Britain  should  sign  the  optional  Protocol  drawn  up 
by  the  League  of  Nations  which  would  guarantee 
foreign  nations  against  their  neighbors.  He  says  it 
wa»  Britain  who  first  developed  the  scheme  of  the 
Covenant  and  the  Ltaftue^  thit  she  took  part  in  the 

formation  of  the  Prrman'-nt  Court  of  International 
Justice  and  maintains  a  representative  on  that  body. 
Germany,  it  appear*,  is  a  signatory  to  the  Protocol, 
and  Lord  ^hillimore  says  that  the  representative  of 
Canada,  s)  making  at  the  Assembly,  says  Canada 
would  be  prepared  to  sign,  which  indicates,  aecord- 
ini  to  his  lordship,  that  the  Dominions  would  follow 
the  Mother  Country.  Whatever  Senator  Daodurand. 
acting  for  Canada,  may  have  said,  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  this  country  is  far  more  likely  to  subscribe 
to  the  arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  Austen  Chamber- 
lain- 1  le  has  refused  to  sign  the  Protocol  on  behalf 
of  Britain,  and  the  reasons  he  advances  are  worthy 
of  the  widest  possible  (Nlblicity  throtlgboul  the 
Lmptre  and  the  world.  ' 

The  British  Foreign  Secretary  has  defined,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  for  all  time,  Britain's  attitude  towards 
the  League  of  Nations.  Great  as  is  his  devotion  to 
that  League,  he  says  that  it  will  never  supersede  for 
him  that  smaller,  but  older  league,  the  f3rifish  F.m- 
pire.  The  Bntish  Covernmeot.  he  tays.  is  upable  to 
assume  the  obligations  of  any  further  fuarantees  in 
Flurepe.  She  has  already  incurred  sufficient  obliga- 
tions oy  her  signature  to  the  Locarno  agreements.  In 
effect,  what  Sir  Austen  has  done  is  to  repudiate  the 
Protocol,  which  was  the  chief  outcome  of  the  latest 
meeting  of  the  Aseemhiv  "f  the  league  of  Nations. 
f-Iis  reasons  for  repudiation  cannot  be  givea  better 
than  in  hia  trnn  worda.   la  spaakiaf  af  thA  PtMbcoI

What  was  done  was  only 'casried 'out  in  i  perfunctory 
way  because  the  GoveVntnent  had  refused  an  offer 
from  the  Anglo-Persian  Oil  -Company  {<> 
the  possibilities  of  oil  production  en  a  commernil 
scale  in  the  Peace  River  area.  The  Government  has 
now  ceased  all  its  energies  in  that  direction  and  has 
apparently  left  to  private  enterprise  the  task  of  find* 
ing  oil  in  paying  quantities  in  the  province.  Perhaps 
It  IS  as  well  thai  it  should  be  so.  because  there  are 
overwhelming  arguments  in  favor  of  private  enter- 
prise in  the  development  of  natufttl  lasauree*. 

T  here  are  ip  this  province  certain  areas  where 
geologists  believe,  from  the  character  of  the  land  and 
the  surface  showings,  that  oil  exists,  and  there  is  a 
well  founded  belief  that  before  long,  provided  suffi- 
cient enterprise  is  shown.  British  Columbia  will  be- 
eeme  an  otl'producing  province.  It  would  be  an  im- 
mense stride  forward  in  industnal  development  if  this 
should  prove  the  case.  Dniling  work  has  been  car-

One  of  the  most  striking  changes 
that  has*  occurred  in  Victoria  dur- 
ing the  past  forty  years  is  the'  com- 
plete transmutation  that  has  taken 

place  in  Songhees  Indian  Reserve. 

This  remarkable  conversion  from 
the  natural  order  of  things  should 
have  been  made  the  text  of  an 
earlier  article,  but  I  wanted  to  re- 
view some  ol  the  traditions  of  the 
place  before  indulging  in  memory 
recollections  of  the  locality.  When 
I  first  saw  Songhees  Reserve  it  was 
the  habitat  of  mixad  companies  of 
Indians  not  nearly  all  of  the  8oog- 
hLsh  tribe.  It  was  the  common 
rendrzvnu.s  of  debased  white  men 
thp  scene  of  much  debauchery  r.no 
frequently   of   .strife,  di.spute  and 

quarrel  that  had  serious  endings,  i  j^^^  origin  of  the  deer  .species 
Not  even  at  that  time  was  it  fairly 
stiggtetive  of  Aboriginal  simplicity. 
I  am  laid  that  a  slow  but  effectual 
process  of  elimination  took  place, 
and  that  tn  1911  the  Government  of 
the  Province  extinguished  the  title

Whau  remains  l.i  a 
patchwork  of  earlier  legend  In 
which  the  modem  descendants  of 
antiqturian  greatness  appear  to 
have  but  little  interest.  Associa- 
tion with  white  proplo.  cradually 
increasing  for  a  centurv  and  a  half, 
has  effected  many  einrndations  of 
original  legends  and  m  ome  i  d;.e 
has  caused  the  introduction  ot  «hen 
■urmean  or  Ooeidental  ideas  and 
idioms  which  alter  original  sig- 
nlfleance.  An  instance  of  this  ob- 
tains in  thp  ca.se  of  an  old  legend 
told  by  Mrs.  Spencer,  a  native,  of 
.Songhlsh  blood,  who  resides  now  at 
Hardy  Bay.  It  should  be  pre- 
served here  because,  though  it  be- 
came disseminated  and  was  spr<>«d 
and  aeecpted  far  from  Its  first  | 
promulgattcn,  it  is  not  recorded 
among  the  important  papers  whlcn  | 
preserve  many  others  of  these  his- 
toric stories.  It  is  the  story  of  hov. 
an  Indian  was  transformed  into  a 
deer  by  the  magic  of  the  Son  of 
Man  and  incidentally  accounts  for 


f  comf)en.sation.  The  natives  had 
n  written  language  excepting  a 
few  .symbols  not  necessarily  .sylla- 
Oic  nor  capable  of  formation  into 
sentences.  Only  by  word  of  mouth 
could  the  legends  of  creation  and 
myths  of  their  philosophy  be  trans- 
mitted to  posterity.  Many  of  these 
have  been  presrrved  at  great  cost 
of  timp  and  patience  h\  elhnoloRi.''f,s 
of  Brill' h  Hiid  American  archfl< 
logical  so<ieiies  In  these  legend.^ 
and  myths  wo  may  find  a  consider- 
able amount  tj<  natural  history  and, 
indeed,  some  of  It  may  prove  to  be 
as  authentic  as  many  archaeologi- 
cal discoveries  In  Egyptian  and 
other  African  fields.

Reserve  and  reniovi:;^  the  remnant 
of  former  great nes.s  to  another 
location.  Th  >  last  Indian  F'ol- 
latch,"  I  am  mformed,  was  hold  on 
the  old  Reserve  in  the  year  1900. 

Current  among  the  Songhlsh  In- 
dians of  forty  or  fifty  years  ai^o 
was  a  tradition  which,  vhen  told 
me  a  year  after  my  arrival,  thrilled 
me.  as  it  was  ihe  f\rst  Ab.orlginaI 
tradition  I  had  heard  from  native 
lips.  Scarcely  a  remnant  of  the 
tradition  subsists  today,  but  such 
as  are  found  substantiate  its  main 
toatures.  It  I.s  the  story  of  Camo- 
sun. the  ancient  pan  god  of  tnis 
tribe. 

The  abode  of  Camosun  was  in 
liie  k>asin  lying  above  the  Gorge  in 
and  around  that  placid  Inland 
water  now  called  Portage  Xnlet. 
with  nattiral  fortiflcation  at  the 
Gorge  Itself.  The  legend  has  It 
that  when  the  Songish  were  at- 
taolced  by  hostile  lribe.s  from  the 
North  they  made  as  gallant  and 
prolonged  a  resistance  on  the  site  ot 
their  tribal  location— the  Reserve  — 
as  possible,  but  as  this  was  open  to 
attack  from  water  on  three  sides,  j 
ultimately  successful  resMancs  wrs 
impracticable. 

POWtE  or  TABOO 

The  Songhlsh,  therefore,  acting 

by  strategy,  moved  thetr  entire  en- 
campment with  all  its  people  Into 
the  basin  bthind  the  Oorge  Here 
they  were  sa  e,  because  of  a  ,',uper- 
stltious  belief  that  the  Camosun 
end  his  satellite  gods  and  goddssftss 
thronged  the  whole  area  ct  rising 
ground  on  both  «tdes  of  the  Gorge 
rnd  made  the  refutrees  invulnerable 
to  attack.  Their  security  lay.  not 
ilB  tbe  fact  e<  lanpn^iiiMittjr  a( 


HOW  DEER  CAME  INTO  BEING 
The  locality  m  which  this  strange 
transformation  occurred  lay  mid- 
way between  what  now  aat  called 
Port  Hardy  and  Campbell  River. 
The-  time  of  year  is  Springtime — 
Ea.stertide.  A  son  (-f  the  chief 
reipning  over  that  territory  at  the 
nine  who.se  name  has  passed  into 
cjblivion.  recedes  into  an  obscure 
part  of  Vancouver  Island  with  two 
companions.  He  had  heard  a  leg- 
end ot  the  Son  of  Man  and  was 
skeptical  of  the  existence  of  such 
a  person — or  diety.  The  young 
rhieftam  with  his  companions  ar- 
rived at  file  designated  .spot  ju.st 
•  re  (lu  k  The  mythical  spot  is 
somewhere  between  Port  Hardy 
and  Alert  Bay.  The  young  Indian 
was  provldeo  with  a  full  arsenal  of  ^ 
spears,  bows,  arrows  and  other  j 
lethal  weapons  common  to  the  na- 
tives ef  that  time.  The  sjicar  was 
the  weapcn  he  had  selected  with 
which  to  vanquish  the  Son  cf  Man 
should  He  appear.  Both  the  chief- 
tain and  his  companions  were  as- 
tonished at  the  stillness  which  per- 
vaded stream  and  forest  all  through 
the  night.  None  o9r  the  usual  and 
familiar  voices  of  Nature  were 
heard.    It  wa.s  eerie  with  silence. 

Next  morn;r,2  thsy  were  startled 
by  the  illumiiiatlon  ol  a  strong  light 
approaching  through  the  forest. 
Soon  this  light  decreased  in  volume 
but  increased  in  intensity,  finally 
assimilng  human  form,  and  the 
young  chief  knew  it  was  the  object 
his  search.  Advancing  with  his 
(!■  ,ir  to  t.est  the  realltv  of  the 
uperna'iiral  bring  the  x^eapon  was 
wrenched  from  his  hand,  broken  In 
two  and  the  separate  parts  driven 
Into  his  temples,  one  on  each  side 
of  his  head,  thus  appearing  like 
horns.  The  Son  of  Man  thereupon 
transforme  dhim  by  magic  into  a 
deer,  who  vas  the  progenitor  of 
all  deer  In  the  country. 

Obviously  thi.s  legend  had  l)een 
corrupted  from  it-i  pristine  sim- 
plicity by  tlic  introduction  of  t)ie 
name  Son  of  Man.  which  name 
doubtless  had  been  heard  two  hun- 
dred years  before  from  some  ardent 
missionary  of  the  Crom  on  bo«rd 
some  for^icn  ship  visiting  Pacific 
waters,  and  had  been  .^ubstttut.ed 
for  a  traditional  name  a;,  having 
additional  supernatural  authority. 

The  Indian  race  is  a  fast-fading 
race.  Althoi«h  he  was  here  first 
and  made  the  original  locatim,  he 
did  not  do  the  neressarv  I  m  prove - 
menf.s  or  even  assessment  nrk  and 
the  ground  was  open  to  relocation. 
The  claims  have  been  "jumped,"  yet 
not  entirely  without

BAST  TO  GROW 
The  mossy  section  is  for 
body  becau.se,  given     shade  and 
plenty  of  water  in  light  soil,  they 
will  grow  like  weeds.  The  varieties: 
Bathionensis.  with  pink  flewen; 
WaaUacel.  wHb  very  laife  white 
flowers,  and  BMghteet  and 
with  bright  red  Honpn^  are  ameM 
the  best.  . 

The  encrusted  group  like  a  deep 
root  nin  among  rock*  m  light  soU. 
with  plenty  of  lime  and  leaf  mould. 
There  are  so  many  beautlftil  kinds 
it>at  a  selection  is  a  difficult  mat- 
ter. There  are  two  or  thre'e.  how- 
ever, that  should  be  In  every  gar- 
den. Chleramong  them  i.s  LonRifo- 
lia,  the  QUen  of  Saxifrages,  from 
the  Pjrrenees.  which  has  the  largest 
flower  stem  of  all  the  encrusted 
group,  its  flower  spike  sometimes 
measuring  two  and  a  half  feet  in 
length.  It  only  blooms  once,  gen- 
erally In  Its  seventh  or  eighth  year, 
and  then  it  dies  without  making 
any  ofTset.i.  so  it  can  only  be  prw> 
pagated  by  seed 

The  next  best  is  Cotyledon,  which 
la  very  like  the  foregoing,  but  aot 
quite  so  handsome,  but  it  makes 
offsets  and  Uoocns  every  year. 
Saxifrage  Aisoen.  with  whtte  flow- 
ers, and  Its  \  M  .  •  .  nosea.  with 
pink  blooms,  and  i  itea,  with  yel-' 
low  flowers,  are  three  encrusted 
saxes  which  should  be  freely  grown. 
They  spread  rapidly  and  form 
beautiful  colonies  in  the  rook* 
work. 

LIKES  THE  SHADE 
There  are  .several  other  branches 
of  the  -Saxifrage  family  which  have 
not  been  mentioned;  for  instance, 
the  London  Pride  group,  which  like 
to  Uve  In  the  shade,  and  the  Urge- 
leafed  Magasea  section,  which  are 
better  suited  to  the  border  than  to 
the  rock  garden,  but  which  have 
wonderful  blonsoms  of  pink  and 
purple  in  the  very  early  Spring. 

If  enough  has  been  said  to  in- 
territr  the  reader  In  thla  great  fam- 
ily, the  wrt(er1  work  Is  accom- 
plished; for  enee  introduced  to  the 
Saxifrage  family,  the  keen  gardener 
will  soon  look  for  more  Information 
than  can  be  given  in  ao  short  an 
article. 

USEFUL  PLANTS 
The  Sedums  are  dwarf,  spreading, 
succulent-looking  plants  which  are 
often  mlsUken  for  Saxifrages.  Thty 
are  all  of  the  easiest  poeslble  cul- 
ture. They  arc  most  useful  for 
covering  wa.stc  .spot*  and  are  really 
typical  rork  plants.  Among  the 
best  of  the  dwarf  varletiee  are- 
Acre,  with  yellow  flowers,  which 
must  be  kept  la  check  or  they  win 
spraad  too  quickly:  Lydlum,  a  very 
dwarf  kind  with  red  foliagi->  if 
grown  in  a  dry  place,  Hispanlrum 
Minus,  wlnrh  i.s  sometimes  called 
Lydlum  (jl.^uiiifn.  with  blue-grey 
leaves,  very  dwarf  and  handsome; 
DasyphyUum,  aaother  grey  species, 
the  foUage  of  which  Ukes  on  a 
beautiful  pink  tinge,  making  it 
most  attractive;  Murale,  a  brown- 
leafed  species  with  a  great  Wealth 
of  pinkLsh  flowers  at  Midswnmer; 
and  Piloeum.  a  strange  and  rare 
variety.  wMth  loek*  Hha  a  iMwe- 
leek. 

TlM  names  of  the  Sempervtvums 

arr  vrry  badly  mixed,  hut  any  of 
the  smaller  kinds  arr  splendid  sub- 
Jeru  for  dtuattoru  where  there  Is 
only  a  veneer  of  soil.  The  best 
three  are  Araehnidema,  %tm  eeb- 
web  houseleek;  Arenarhim.  the  hen 
and  ehkhene;  and  Reginae-Ama- 
Hae  a  new  hybrid  tram  the  Bal- 
kanc 


Sax  if  rat.:  Sedum  and  Semper- 
vlvum*  are  three  clus.'ie  of  plants 
which  no  rock  gardci.  a!,  do  with- 
out. AU  of  them  are  hardy  as  oaks, 
dreught-rwlstteg  and'  evergreen, 
niey  are  easy  to  eultlvate  and  al- 
ways Interesting,  whether  in  mid- 
gammer  >  '  dwinter. 

In  a  short  article  It  is  impossible 
to  dio  more  than  skim  over  these 
three  beoauee  there  are  upwards  of 
140  spedes  of  Saxlfragas,  to  say 

Bothini?  '  hybrids;  120  species  of 
SeduiDA  and  about  UH)  species  of 
Semperrlvums.  During  Lh-  Pall 
planting  season  t^y  are  well 
worthy  eS  aay  gaxjlener's  dbnshl- 
eratlon. 

The  flaklfrages  are,  perhaps,  the 
most  useful  plants  for  a  rock  gar- 
den, not  only  because  they  are  easy 
to  grow  and  attractive  at  all  sea- 
sons, but  also  because  the  various 
kinds  may  be  had  IB  bloom  over  a 
long  period.

In  March,  or 
earlier,  the  Appastlfolia  group  are 
In  action  with  their  pinkish  flow- 
ers, and  In  April  the  whole  of  the 
great  'mossy  section  ar.  in  full 
flower,  while  towards  the  end  of 
the  month  the  encrusted  section 
are  gradually  opening  their  flowers 
for  a  long  season  of  bloom,  whuh 
Will  ealend  to  the  middle  or  end  of 
jruae.

THE  camera  has  curious  ways.  Those  to 
whom  photography  represents  little  or 
nothing  more  than  u  personal  likeness, 
or  an  ordinary  pictured  illustration,  may  see 
attlstlc  value  ta  it,  but  little  wizardry.  Those 
who  have  canvassed  its  possibilities  find  odd 
revelations.  Colonel  E  A  Havers,  an  English- 
man, now  resident  in  the  UiUted  States,  has 
made  the  art  of  irtmiography  a  life  study,  la 

the  course  of  miuiy  years  he  ha.s  rollectrd 
a  numk>er  of  unusual  pictures  taken  by 
scientists,  naturalists  and  professional  photog- 
raphen. 

Some  years  ago  Colonel  Havers  took  to  Lon- 
don a  New  Jersey  mosquito,  and  there,  with 
the  aid  <tf  experts,  be  obtained  pictures  of 
great  importance  to  .science  The  in.sect  was 
dissected  and  its  stomach  photographed  under 
a  microscope,  enlarged  2,000  times.  The  re- 
sult was  a  reproduction  that  might  be  studied 
In  all  its  detail  at  any  time  with  the  utmost 
ease.  A  crom  section  of  the  head  of  the 
mosquito  was  also  taken,  showing  the  inside 
of  the  proboscis  with  tbe  poison  ebannel  clearly 
outlined. 

What  photography  means  to  astronomy  Is 

indicated  by  a  small  plate  containing  222,000,- 
000  stars,  only  a  portion  of  the  Milky  Way,  in 
a  form  much  more  readily  to  be  studied  than 
the  view  through  a  telescopy.  What  this  art 
means  to  the  designer  in  .search  of  beautiful 
forms  is  suggested  by  photographs  of  snow- 
flakes  sbowliig  their  elaborate,  symmstrloal 
patterns. 

Photography  may  often  be  used,  said  Colonel 
Haven,  to  settle  a  moot  potat  ta  an  argu- 
ment. Upon  one  occasion  he  was  engaged  ta 
a  discussion  concerning  ttie  nature  of  the 
beetle's  eye.  His  contention  that  the  7M0 
facets  represented  each  a  separate  lens  was 
disputed.  He  took  a  section  of  the  eye  and 
through  it  had  an  old  postage  Stamp  photo- 
graphed. The  result  was  an  aggregation  of 
250  tiny  photngrBph-;  of  ttip  portrait  on  the 
stamp,  demoivstraling  that  every  section  was. 
Indeed,  a  separate  lens.  A  picture  of  a  frilled 
lizard,  snapped  while  running  on  its  hind  leg  ,, 
once  settled  a  dispute  regarding  tbe  creature  s 
locomotion. 

Photograph  of  objects  under  thp  water  may 
now  be  taken  from  either  a  point  in  the  &ix  or 
under  water.  A  cluster  of  coral  polyps  was 
photographed  under  water  at  a  time  when 
undersea  photography  was  hardly  thought 
possible,  and  a  picture  of  a  submarine  seventy - 
five  feet  under  water  was  taken  from  an  air- 
plane at  an  altitude  of  4.50  feet. 

Illustrative  of  the  method  by  which  natural- 
late  now  make  UmM  ereaturm  piMtognNph 
themselves  is  a  picture  of  a  purple  hsien  on  Ite 
nest.  The  naturalist  who  spottod  tbe  Mrd 
found  ft  hnpossMe  to  get  elooe  enough  to 
j  hotograph  it.  He  therrfore  left  his  camera 
in  thtr  ru'hes  and  coonerted  the  thUttST  bf  a 
Strung  to  a  twig  on  the  nas* 


The  bird  settling  on  its  nest  moved  the  twig, 
which  jerked  the  string,  and  so  made  the 
exxxMure. 

Lightning  and  electric  spares  are  al.so  made 
to  take  their  own  pictures.  The  camera  is  left 
exposed  and  the  dlsetaaife  dam  tbe  test 
These  pictures  reveal  intricate  and  startling 
designs.  A  photograph  shows  lightning  to  be 
not  a  Jagged  zigzag  but  a  spiral.  Photographs 
of  electric  sparks  from  positive  and  negative 
poles  show  that  the  sparks,  feathery  and  fairy- 
like  ta '  appeafance,  are  as  unlike  as  one  could 


Colonel  Havers  has  a  remarkable  seflSB  of 
bullet  pictures  that  were  made  ^n  London  erith 
a  highly  complicated  apparatus,  capable  of 
making  an  exposure  of  one-thirteenth  of  a 
millionth  part  of  a  second,  and  designed  to 
show  how  a  bullet  moving  at  tlie  nte  of  2,000 
feet  a  second  disturbs  tto  air.  Pleturea  were 
taken  a.s  the  bullet  struck  a  wire,  producing  a 
spariB  that  threw  a  sUhouette  of  the  effect  on 
the  plate.  Oltasr  pbeleifmptas  wees  taken  as 

thp  bullet  pa.s.spd  through  a  piece  of  cardboard 
and  a  piece  of  plate  glass.  Pairs  of  straight 
dark  and  light  Unes  ars  seen  eatsndtef  Ml 
from  the  bullet — the  waves  of  compression  and 
rarefaction.  This  picture  shows  that  much 
tbe  same  aetlpn  takes  place  ta  the  air  and  m

air  waves.  As  the  bullet  passed  through  the 
plate  glass,  the  photographic  plate  registered 
the  air  disturbances  caused  by  the  vibrattbn  of 
the  glass  and  the  waves  stirred  up  by  the  bul- 
let and  the  moving  bit  of  dislodged  glass. 

Photographs  mav  be  taken  without  light  and 
without  leiUk.  For  instance.  Colonel  Haven 
has  a  dear  reproduction  of  a  bouquet  of  flewsre 

taken  after  two  dav;'  exposure  In  a  Ai\rV  f ioset, 
ta  which  a  few  invisible  radium  rays  had  been 
leh.  Another  well-deflnsd  picture  te  the  eol* 
Iprtion  Is  of  a  bo«-l  of  apples  photographed  by 
means  of  a  cigar  box  with  a  plate  ta  the  back. 
Having  blackened  it  Inskle  and  out,  h»  placed 
it  in  a  dark  room  and  sealed  the  hole  cut  In 
the  front  with  a  piece  of  Ita  folL  When  ready 
to  make  the  picture  he  merely  pierced  the 
paper  with  a  needle. 

Pictures  may  be  taken,  he  said,  of  thlnjjs

"His  next  sign  is^a  hysteria  of  fright,  when 
his  eyes  roll  and  his  mouth  emits  eurtous 
iiolsea.  It  is  actions  of  this  stage  which  eMke 
his  friends  as  so  comical 

"His  next  siftn  is  wiien  he  goes  down.  When 
he  goes  down  he  itays  down,  and  there  U  no 
X  to  mark  the  :.pot  so  that  heroic  rescuers 
can  dive  and  bring  tiim  to  the  surface.  And 
all  this  takes  place  in  the  time  it  would  take 
to  count  five.  The  n^lidlty  of  it,  indeed,  is 
what  makes  an  aoddent  In  the  water  so  ter- 
rible; you  look,  you  see  a  dist<M>ted,  bobbing 
face,  and  then  you  dont  see  it— that  is  aD 
there  is  to  It, 

"If  people  knew  the  truth  about  the  way 
things  happen  la  the  water  there  might  be 
fewer  fataimes. "

The  immtMir 
who  iuive  sucoeec^  in  writing  stories  that 
wlU  Uve  after  them  ie  eoaagamttvdbr  maXL 

When  Jane  Austen  was  bom  in  the  Hamp- 
shire parsonage  of  Steventon,  December  16, 
irti,  no  one  would  have  dreamed  that  before 
she  died  she  would  write  sttn"-.  that  would 
enterum  four  generations  of  guLs,  as  well  as 
older  people,  ttk  every  quarter  of  the  globe. 

On  the  shelves  of  the  City  Library,  tka 
volumes  by  Jane  Austen,  "Pride  and  Preju- 
dice. "Sense  and  aentibUity.'  "Northanger 
Abbey."  "Bnma."  "Mansfield  Pdrk"  and 
'"Persuasion "  are  seldom  in  their  plaaea.  and 
the  books  show  that  they  have  had  many 
readers. 

A  strange  thing  about  theee  stories  is  that 

they  were  so  quietly  written  tha't  only  the 
iqoit  intimate  friends  of  the  author  knew  she 
WM  4t  work  upon  them.  hDm  Austan  had  no 
prltate  study,  and  her  writing  never  saema  to 
have  interfered  With  the  pleasure  of  others  or 
he^  own  duties  as  daughter,  sister  and 
neighbor. 

Few  girls  liave  had  so  happy  a  home.  Mr. 
Austen  and  his  wife  were  good  people.  The 
clergyman,  like  many  othem  in  theee  days, 
took  pupila  whom  he  prepared  for  the  uni- 
versity. Though  he  was  not  wealthy,  there 
was  plenty  te  the  home.  Books  and  music 
prlvMM  MmtalBflMitt  indoors.  There  were 
three  elder  brothers  and  two  younger  ones, 
and.  above  ail  there  was  a  dear  sister,  who, 
from  the  tbne  baby  Jane  was  shown  to  the 
three-year-old  Cassandra  till  death  parted 
ihem.  was  her  constant  companion  and 
guardian. 

The  eountr}'  round  Steventon  parsonage  had 
lovely  walks,  ^and  the  garden,  with  it«  lawn 
and  terrace,  was  a  place  of  delight  to  the 
children.  The  church  stood  apart  with  its 
quiet  old  graveyard  Wild  flowers  grew  tbcro 
Sls  in  the  lanes  and  hedgerows. 

The  long  Winter  nights  were  passed  tn  games 
01  reading  and  sometimes  the  boys  prepared 
and  acted  plays  which  Jane  remembered  long 
after.  * 

When  she  was  quite  a  little  girl  Jane  bei;an 
to  write  stories,  though  she  afterwards  warned 
her  young  relatives  that  it  was  better  to  watt 
tui  one  was  at  laaet  siaaen  before  coounanc- 

ing  to  write 

She  was  a  pretty  gUrl.  though  not,  she 
thought,  as  beautiful  as  her  sister.  She  was 
.Might  and  rather  lal!  '.viMi  dark  brown  eyers 
and  curling  hau-.  Hec  complexion,  tlw>ugy 
dark,  was  clear  and  her  color  WM  bright. 

You  will  remember  she  had  three  f>lc:ef 
brothers,  so  that  while  she  was  still  a  young 
woman  she  had  many  nephews  and  nieces. 
She  was  never  too  busy  or  too  tired  to  amuse 
them,  and  even  the  boys  at  school  eagerly 
read  her  letters  and  were  glad  of  her  advice. 

one  of  theee  nephews.  Mr.  J.  B.  Auitan- 
Lelgh.  when  an  old  man.  write  a  very  interest- 
ing book  of  memoirs  of  the  novelist  who,  by 
that  time,  had  become  a  famous  woman:  nn 
quletnam  and  peace  she  breathed  her  last  on 
the  morning  of  July  18.  1817."  says  her 
biographer.    She  was  only  forty-two. 

YOU  WlU  be  glad  to  know  from  themMves 
what  children  thought  of  their  aunt: 

"As  a  very  little  girl,"  says  one.  "1  was  al- 
ways creeping  up  to  Aunt  Jane  ami  tollOMng 
her  whenever  I  could  in  the  house  and  out 
of  it.  I  might  not  have  remembered  this,  but 
for  the  recollection  of  my  mother's  telling  me 
privately,  that  I  must  not  be  troublesome  to 
my  Aunt.  Her  first  charm  to  children  was 
great  sweetness  of  manners,  she  seemed  to 
love  you  and  you  loved  her  in  return.  This, 
a;,  well  a.s  I  can  now  recollect,  wa.-^  what  I  felt 
in  my  early  days,  before  I  was  old  enough  to 
be  amused  at  her  dcvemees.  But  soon  same 
the  delight  of  her  playful  Ulk.  She  could 
make  everything  amusing  to  a  cliild.  Then, 
as  I  got  older.  When  cousins  came  to  share 
the  entertainment,  she  would  teii  us  the  most 
delightful  stories,  chiefly  of  Fairyland  and 
her  fairies  all  had  characters  of  their  own.  The 
Ule  vms  invented,  I  am  sure,  at  the  moment, 
and  wa,s  continued  for  two  OT  three  days,  if 
occasion  served. " 

Another  says:  "Aunt  Jane  was  the  general 
favorite  with  children;  her  ways  with  them 
being  so  playful,  and  her  long  cU-cumsUntial 
storiw  so  delightful.  Theee  were  cctittanMd 
from  tbne  to  time,  and  were  begged  for  on 
all  poB.slble  and  impossible  oce^slon.s,  woven, 
as  she  proceeded,  out  of  nothing  but  her  own 
happy  talent  for  teveotlOQ.  Ah  i  if  tout  one 
of  them  could  be  reoovared.  ^

An  Illustration  of  the  rapid  ex- 
pansion of  education  in  Alrira  is 
the  fact  that  In  Southern  riho(ie;i;i 
there  are  1.400  nanvr  scnool,  with 
92,000  pupils,  and  a  sum  of  £30,000 
Ls  the  annual  expenditure  on  native 
education.  The  colonial  minister, 
like  all  African  admlnletraUNrs. 
recognizes  that  the  basis  of  all  true 
education  is  the  formation  of  char- 
acter, and  that  Afrlrjin  character 
must  be  l)uiU  and  strengthened  m 
moral  .md  religious  faith.  The 
closest  co-operation  is  being  main- 
tained between  the  administration 
and  the  mleelomlrles.  the  latter 
supplying  the  education,  though 
under  Government  control.  The  two 
Phelps  Stokes'  commissions  which 
toured  both  <  oast.s  of  Africa  enipha- 
siz.cd  in  their  report  the  comiwlling 
necessity  of  Immediate  and  compre- 
hensive action  by  k>oth  the  State 
and  the  mlsslonuies  in  order  to 
meet  the  new  situation  in  the  social 
life  of  the  African  devrioped  by  the 
great  Incvease  of  industriallem.  Mis- 
sionary societies  feel  the  almost 
overwhelming  stupendousness  of 
their  task    At  pre.sent  there  are  one 


million  Africans  at  school,  but  only  decorations

630.  and  .so  forth,  spaced 
ten  kilocycles  apart.  The  wave- 
length ratings,  on  the  other  hand, 
like  483.6,  475.9,  are  troublesome  and 
are  separated  differently  all  over  the 
scale.  In  selecting  the  even  kilo- 
cycle ratings  the  commission  is  util- 
izing the  results  of  several  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  development  of 
broadcasting 

Spacings  other  than  tiie  uniform 
ten  kUocycle.s  between  stations  ha.<- 
been  tried  and  have  always  added 
to  Interference  The  inherent  rea- 
son for  this  is  that  the  radio  wave 
carrylag  speech  or  music  does  not 
occupy  a  slakle  sharp  frequency, 
but  aotualljr  oecuplae  a  Httle  band  of 
frequenates  ten  klleejrcles  wide. 

The  word  •Hrtlocycle"  need  cause 
no  dismay  "Kilo"  nftean.s  "thou- 
sand." and  is  familiar  to  everyone 
in  "kilowatt,"  which  means  a  thou- 
sand watts.  The  other  part  of  the 
word,  "cycle,"  means  one  complete 
alteration.  The  numtier  of  kilo- 
cycles in  the  number  of  thousands 
of  times  that  tha  n^Mdly  alterai^lng 
currant  in  the  antenna  or  the  aes 
xspeats  iu  flow  In  ettbir  dlfaetlon 
in  one  second. 

KILOCYOLB  BATIN08 
When  it  is  neeessary  to  find  out 
the  kilocycle  rating  eorrespooding 
to  a  certain  number  of  metres,  or  vice 
versa,  it  Ls  done  by  dividing  300,000 
by  the  number  For  example.  300 
metres  correspf)nd.s  to  1.000  Icllo- 
cycles,  and  also  :!00  kilocycles  corre- 
sponds to  1,000  metres.  In  view  pf 
the  action  of  the  commission,  how- 
ever, there  will  probably  be  very 
little  occasion  for  anyone  to  make, 
use  of  "mattes,"  and  tha  need  for 
making  the  eonverslon  from  one  to 
the  other  will  disappear.

ion  of  bureau  standards  representa- 
wives,  the  1023  national  radio  con- 
ferences adopted  a  resolution  that 
statlans  be  rated  in  kilocycles. 

Battery  Leads 

Keep  the  "B"  battery  leads  as  far 
a.s  possible  from  tiic  "A  battery, 
particularly  if  the  wires  are  cotton- 
insulated.  The  fine  and  spray  from 
the  "A"  battery  when  being  dis- 
charged will  quickly  destroy  the  In- 
sulation and  any  wires  in  contact 
will  immediately  cause  a  short  cir- 
cuit that  will  quk^kly  ruta  the  "B" 
battery.  The  leads  should  be  <rf 
the  rubber-covered  type  and  kept 
well  away  from  the  "A"  battery.  Also 
keep  all  '  B  '  batt.«'ry  leads  as  short 
as  pcssible  and  In  no  case  longer 
than  six  feet.

The  career  of  Max  Dolin,  nui.si- 
cal  director  for  the  Pacific  division 
of  the  National  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany, and  a  compoasr  Of  note,  is 
indeed  colorful.

After  his  London  appearance, 
there  followed  the  most  trjing 
period  In  Dolin's  lile.  during  unu  o 
he  toured  the  world.  Klvin^;  (on- 
cerLs  in  the  United  SUtes.  South 
America  and  Europe.  As  DoUn  stated 
himself,  he  would  appear  In  the 
ooncert  hall  In  metieuious  evening 
clothes  hoping  the  receipts  wotild 
be  large  enough  to  Insure  a  square 
meal  after  the  pcrfcii niance. 

It  was  hi  New  York  that  Dolin 
met  with  his  first  succps.s  as  the 
muhical  director  of  the  Blltmore 
Hotel,  where  he  remained  for 'eight 
years.  He  was  then  booked  over 
the  Keith  cireult  and  played  vaude- 
ville for  three  years  At  the  com- 
pletion of  his  vaudeville  tour  Dolin 
was  offered  the  miwical  directorship 
of  the  Prc.Mdent'.*  Palace  Hotel  In 
Havana,  Cuba.  His  success  was  so 
tremendous  that  he  was  induced  to 
remain  for  three  seasons,  after 
which  he  once  again  went  over  Um 
Keith  circuit. 

He  went  to  San  Franci- cn  in  1923 
end  took  the  po.st  of  mu.sical  cflree- 
lor  at  the  California  Theatre,  meet- 
ing with  instantaneous  success. 
JOINS  NATIONAL 

When  the  National  liroadcastlng 
Company  decided  to  open  the  Pa- 
cific division.  Dolin  was  offered  toe 
positifyn  of  musical  director,  which 
he  accepted.  A  portion  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  programme  la  dtie  to 
Dolin's  efforts. 

As  well  as  being  an  excellent  mu- 
sician. Dolin  IS  fortunate  in  pos- 
.^e.sslng  two  of  th»'  mast  lmi>ortant 
attributes  necessary  for  a  public 
career  stage  appearance  and  per- 
sonality. He  has  but  to  walk  out 
on  a  stage  and  all  who  see  him  im- 
mediately fall  under  the  spdl  «f 
his  charming  personality. 

He  recently  gave  a  weeks  con- 
cert at  the  San  Francisco  Orpheum. 
and  he  was  so  succes.sful  that  he 
wan  offered  a  Very  flattering  con- 
tract to  once  again  tour  the  circuit, 
iften  during  that  week  it  was  neoas- 
ary  for  Dolin  to  flva  fhra  ancorsa 
i  cfore  the  audianoa  wmM  let  him

A  tube  will  become  inoperative

Overheating  will  quickly 
destroy  the  active  surface  coating 
and  the  result  is  a  poor  tube.  For 
best  resulU.  it  is  evident  that  the 
tube  must  be  kept  at  the  voKage 
specified  by  the  tube  manufacturer. 
This  may  be  checked  with  a  volt- 
meter or  controlled  by  the  use  of 
any  filament-control  device.

The  work  done  to  this  end 
has  been  with  the  oo-operatlon  of 
the  Dominion  Ooremment  represen- 
tatlve,  Mr.  E.  J.  Haughton,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Radiotelegraphs  De- 
l)artment.  and  his  able  assistant, 
Mr  A.  Gray,  Mr  M.  Hutchison,  city 
electrician,  and  representatives  of 
the  B.C.  Electric  Railway  Company 
and  the  B.C.  Telephone  Company. 
While  interference  throughout  the 
city  has  been  practically  eliminated, 
it  needs  almoat  constant  aupenrlslon.

A  most  important  .problem  of  the 

radio  industry  is  to  make  better 
known  what  it  offers  as  an  Induce- 
ment to  tlic  purchas-  of  a  radio 
.set,  suggests  Radio  Broadcast  Maga- 
zine editoiially 

"The  sales  barrage  on  the  public," 
says  the  editorial,  "has  been  concen- 
trated upon  selling  the  radio  re- 
ceiver as  a  perfected  electrical  in- 
strument. The  importaMt  work  of 
making  the  big  pro^ian.mo  on  the 
air  better  known  has  been  more  or 
less  neglected.  Broadcasting  needs 
more  listeners  in  ordci-  tnat  pro- 
grammes may  be  Improved,  and 
programmes  canno:  improve  unless 
there  are  listeners. 

"The  cost  for  talent  for  a  com- 
mercial hour  ran!?es.  on  an  average, 
between  $^00  and  I^.OOO.  Top  notch 
entertainers  arc  said  to  receive  Irom 
$1,000  to  $2,000  for  a  .slnal'?  studio 
appearance,  while  one  Jazz  orchestra 
Is  bo(*ed  for  $1,600  an  hour.  SUll. 
one  of  the  problems  of  radio  is  how 
the  standard  of  programmes  may  be 
improved.  Commercial  broadca.sters 
cannot  be  expected  to  spend  larger 
simis  and  to  prcicnt  better  pro- 
grammes unless  tho  numtieis  of  the 
radio  audience  increase  proportion- 
ately to  their  increased  expandi- 
ttires." 

Advertising- and  sales  effort,  di- 
rected to  the  nonratiio  user,  stiould 
stress  the  variety  and  quality  of 
radio  education  and  cntertninmpn*. 
wallable  rather  than  empha.siie  the 
;ood  potats  Of  Individual  receivers.

Usually  the  extemporaneous  speaker 
and  the  man  wi'h  a  good  memory 
have  an  advantage  beffire  an  audi- 
ence, but  not  so  in  tlie  radio  studio. 
R«gardlu:.s  of  who  he  is  or  how 
proficient  a  speaker,  his  remarks 
must  be  written  in  advance,  not  so 
muuh  with  regard  to  what  he  may 
say.  although  the  station  has  con- 
siderable responsibility  In  this  re- 
spect, but  more  to  enable  thf*  studio 
manager  ti  know  in  advance  how 
long  It  will  Uke  to  deliver  the  talk.

$500  to  $2,000  per  night  for  talent.

London-Capetown  Now 
Linked  By  Wireless 

Direct  wireless  telegraph  .service 
between  London  and  Capetown 
is  a  reality  now.  The  short-wave 
stations  linking  up  the  twq  distant 
points  have  paaeed  pfeMnilnary  tests 
successfully.  It  Is  estimated  by  the 

Mari'onl  Company  that  the  stations 
will  have  a  capacity  of  160,000  words 
per  day  in  each  direction.  The  exact 
wave  lengths  of  the  English  trans- 
mitting station  are  18.146  metres 
and  34.013  metres.  Those  of  the 
South  African  transmitting  station 
are  16  077  metres  and  33.708  metres. 
This  is  the  third  group  of  wireless 
beam  stations  to  be  completed  for 
direct  communication  with  the 
Dominions,  the  beam  services  with 
Canada  and  Australia  being  already 
in  operation.

wheel  us  turned.  ' 

Two  of  the  factors  included  In 
these  preliminary  steps  were  the 
pivchase  of  4.500  new  machine 
tools  and  the  alteration  of  16.000 
more  These  two  Items  involved  an 
expenditure  of  nearly  SlO.000.000.

any  practical  value. 

The  best  axxl  only  really  satisfac- 
twy  nathort  of  classifying  fowl  is 
by  means  of  their  economic  quall- 
tlee.  stooe  this  denotes  at  onee  for 
wha)t  purpose  a  breed  is  most  suit- 
able. Dividing  the  varieties  in  this 
manner,  we  have  four  great  clas.ses. 
namely.  <\*  the  table,  (2t  the  non- 
sftting  or  laying.  <3)  the  general 
purpose  and  t4)  the  fancy.  To  the 
fancy  class  belong  by  far  the  greater 
number  of  breeds,  including  all  the 
varieties  of  bantams  fnd  game  fowl. 
Fancy  fowl  arc  those  bred  and  se- 
lected for  their  outward  charactar- 
istics  only— thrlr  plimiage,  shape, 
comb,  wattles  itnd  general  appear- 
ance. Provided  these  points  are  cor- 
rect, the  number  of  eggs  the  hens 
L'y  or  the  quality  and  flavor  of  their 
flesh  IS  of  .small  importance.  The 
fancy  is  a  great  and  very  valuable 
class  and  there  Is  not  the  least 
doubt  had  It  not  been  for  the  fancy 
breed  et  poultry  the  Industry  as  a 
whole  would  not  be  in  anything  like  i 
tU  flpuri^lnt  coi  '  '  I 

The  table  class  Includes  all 
breads  that  are  particularly  stroog 
In  their  edible  qualities— In  the  fla- 
vor and  quality  of  Heah  and  in  the 

small  amount  of  bone  and  offal.  The 

birds,  too.  sli  ' 
deep  body,  a 

carry  a.s  much  flesh  as  possible  upon 
the  best  parts,  that  is  on  the  breast 
and  wings.  It  Ls  necessary  that  the 
chicken  develop  quickly  and  respond 
readily  to  fattsatng. 

The  second  class,  tndudlng  all  the 
laying  or  non-setting  varieties,  is  a 
fairly  large  one  an(l  really  corre- 
.sponds  to  the  Mediterranean  breeds 
already  referred  to  The  hens  pro- 
duce a  large  number  of  eggs  the 
bulk    of    whicii.    however,   aro  laid 

during  the  Spring  and  fiuquner 
when  they  arc  plentiful  and  cheap. 
TiM  eggs  are  lane,  always  whlte-

They  appear  to 
be  perfectly  well  matured,  combs 
and  wattles  have  developed,  and 
during  the  past  few  weeks  they  have 
reddened  up  till  now  they  are  a 
brilliant  scarlet,  and  yet  no  egg.s  to 
be  found  in  the  ne.st  boxes.

Iher(>  are  many  varieties  of  the 
Wyandotte,  the  best  from  a  utility 
standpoint  being  the  white,  the  buff 
and  the  silver. 

At  one  time  there  was  no  breed 
of  fowl  .so  popular  as  the  Plymouth 
Ivfx  k  but  .somehow  it  h.i.s  decreased 
ui  public  favor  during  the  last  few 
y(>ars  riu.s  is  probably  due  to  the 
«rcat  popularity  of  the  Orpington 
and  the  Wyandotte.  The  Plymouth 
Rock  is  a  very  valuable  breed,  pos- 
sessing many  useful  eoonomic  qual- 
ities. It  has  the  same  fault  as  the 
Wyandotte,  however,  its  fJesh  being 
of  a  yellow  color.  Apart  from  this 
it  pos.ses.se.s  all  the  qualities  required 
tn  an  all-round  fowl  It  is.  more- 
over, I  lie  hardiest  of  all  the  generHl 
i)iinv.,vr  \  iiri'-ticN.  and  we  imvc 
j  never  yet  come  to  a  place  where  it 
did  not  thrive  and  thrive  well.

If  the  sup- 
ply is  at  all  stinted  the  fowl  specdilv 
j«how  signs  of  ill  health:  their  blood 
jbeoemas  heated  and  their  internal 
organs  refdse  to  work  properlv.  Cab- 
bace  Ieave.«i.  the  outer  leaves  of 
Hnis.sels  sprout',  nr  any  garden 
produce  answers  excellently  If  this 
IS  scarce  some  -lucerne  or  clover 
chafT  an.swers  the  purpose  admir- 
.ilily  It  requires  to  be  steamed  for 
everal  hours  until  It  ie  swollen  out 
and  becomes  like  fre.sh  grass.  This 
should  be  mixed  with  the  soft 
morning  mash  in  the  proportion  of 
about  one-sixth  part  by  bulk 

When  there  is  r  .scratching  .<^hed 
ati,Tchcd  to  the  jx)iiltrv  hoii.sr  the 
Moor  should  be  kept  Uttered  to  a 
fi<'ptii  of  four  to  six  inches  with 
|. straw  ChafT.  Among  It  the  grain 
should  always  be  thrown.  This  af- 
fords the  birds  a  great  deal 
of  exercise  and  it  keeps  them  in 
Miat  leafi,  hard  condition  which  i.s 

>  essential  in  egg  production.  A 
■  -tivenient  si/e  for  a  scratchlng- 
•lied  and  roosUng-house  is  ten 
feet  square,  the  roosting  compart- 
ment measuring  ten  feet  by  four 
feet  mhd  the  serttehlng-shed  six 
feet  by  ten  feet.  The  front  of  the 
scratchlng-shed  shmild  be  of  wire 
netting  with  about  .1  foot  of  board 
ink  at  the  top  and  bottom  in  order 
to  kep  the  litter  dry.  A  shutter  to 
the  front  of  the  soratchinfe-ahcd  is 
a  great  improvemant.

It  is  of  little  use  prodtiiBtaff  Wta- 
ter  eggs  If  tbey  are  marlceted  in 
a  sUpshod  manner.  It  riiould  be  re- 
membered that  the  eye  Ls  the  in- 
let to  the  pocket  Just  as  mucii  a.s 
it  is  to  thr  soul.  A  dirty  egg  never 
reali7.es  u  sati.ifactory  price.  Rather 
than  send  a  dirty  egg  to  market  it 
should  be  washed.  It  is,  however,  a 
pity  to  have  to  do  this  for  there  is 
as  much  bloom  on  a  new-laid  egg 
as  there  Is  ott  a  gr^.  and  washing 
removes  this.  The  eggs  must  be 
fresh  and  they  should  be  marketed 
within  a  couple  of  days  of  being 
laid.  Ab.solute  freshness  Is  essen- 
tial. 

CUANOINr;  THK  DIET 
With  the  chatiKing  seasons  a 
change  should  be  nnadc  in  the  poul- 
try yard  bill  of  fare,  and  with  the 
approach  of  colder  weather  fowls, 
ducks,  geese,  and  turkeys  all  nMd 
a  more  liberal  diet,  both  from  the 
fattening  and  egg-production  point 
of  view.  The  warm  breakfast  «f 
meal  will  need  to  be  conuneaeed 
soon,  and  it  should  be  mixed  up 
fairly  thickly,  and  not  .served  as  a 
sloppy  mess.  More  grain  food  mav 
al.Mi  \yr  given,  for  the  birds  will  not 
be  able  to  pifk  up  as  much  for 
ihem.selv.-'s  a.s  they  have  bsen  doing 
of  late.  Maize,  which  is  warming 
nnd  sustaining,  may  now  be  given 
as  an  afternoon  meal,  at  mid<^y 
house  scraps  and  greenstuff  should 
rufflce.  On  no  account  overte#Hl  vonr 
birds  however,  for  this  i.s  almost 
.1  worse  evil  than  unier-feeding. 
An  excellent  rule  Is  to  •  give  the 
stock  just  as  much  food  as  It  wtU 
rnnsume  at  a  meal,  and  no  more. 
There  should  be  no  fragments  left 
lyini  about  to  be  trodden  Into  ttw 
mud. 

KaitcninBr  is  now  proeeedlnir 
apHcc,  and  it  is  unur  too  .soon  to 
begin  seriously  1  irlering  the 
birds  that  arc  to  come  on  for 
Christmas,  among  your  turkeys.  In 
their  case  It  Is  a  capital  plan  to 
tfiix  up  their  barley-meM.  or  mid- 
dlings with  milk. 

Prolific  egg-prodUction  s  entire- 
ly a  inattfT  of  strain  anri  individual 
excellence,  combined  with  suitable 
methods  of  care  and  malnten;in' c 
Breed  or  variety  has  nothing  to  do 
with  It.  Nomine  ooni)«cted  with 
poultry  keeping  has  ever  been 
more  conclusively  proven  than  that. 

Maintaining  and  Increasing  the 
Igor  of  the  flock  is  the  foundation 
of  successful  poultn,'  raising.  Weak 
parcnt.s  produ'f'  uoak  eggs,  weak 
eggs  develop  w;t  weak  chicks 
There  must  be  health,  vigor  and 
vitality  at  the  start»  The  poultry 
man  who  cannot  .  raise 
young  stock  to  rengw  one -half  of 
his  flock  each  year  usually  will  be 
out  of  the  busine.v!  In  a  very  short 
time.
